2. Claims 1-14 are presented for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hemink et al. 
U.S. Pat 5,870,334. 

Figures 3 A to 6 of Hemink are directed to a method for programming a memory array 
using programming pulses applied to either the drain or gate of one or more memory cells (col. 6, 
lines 30-46, fig. 2D), the method comprising: adapting the duration or the amplitude (fig. 5A) of 
said programming pulses as a function of the difference between a present state of the one or 
more memory cells (lowest or fastest programmable cell, figs. 5B or fig. 6) and a target state of 
the one (typical cell, figs. 5B or fig. 6), or more cells, wherein the amplitude or duration of the 
programming are correlated to the difference between a present state of the one or more memory 
cells and a target state of the one or more cells (col. 8, lines 1-39). Also see col. 7, line 66 to col. 
8, line 22)
